A m iniature farm a t the P ennsyl­ 
vania State college is being refrig ­ 
erated by two scientists, m em bers of 
Hie school of agriculture faculty, to 
grow potato seed w hich will be re­ 
sistan t to disease. 
Dr. Ernest L. Nixon, plant p ath o l­ 
ogist. and John E. Nicholas, profes­ 
sor of agricultural engineering, are 
experim enting with controlled te m ­ 
peratu re of th e ground. 
In the experim ent, now' in its sec­ 
ond year, copper pipes are im bedded 
in th e soil between rows.

able for children’s clothing and will 
mean less time spent in mending, 
according to the home economics 
extension representative of Adams 
county.

With larger feed crops In pros­ 
pect, feed prices are adjusting to 
a new-crop basis and they have de­

It seems probable that 
there will be about the usual sea­ 
sonal rise in prices of dairy products 
during the fall and that the rela­ 
tionship between prices of dairy 
products and feeds will continue to 
become more favorable for dairy 
producers. 
Production of manufactured dairy 
products in June was larger than 
the year earlier but somewhat below 
the peak production for the month, 
which occurred in 1935. Heavy re­ 
ceipts of milk and cream at the prin­ 
cipal eastern markets indicate con­ 
tinued increases in the total con­ 
sumption of these products in cities.

CRIMINALS SELDOM FIRE 
AGAINST “DEAD SHOTS’’ 
Colorado Springs, Colo. tAJP)—If 
you are a “dead shot,” rarely will 
you have to "shoot it out” with a 
desperate criminal. 
T hat is the theory of Maj. W. H. 
Drane Lester, assistant director of 
the federal bureau of Investigation 
under J. Edgar Hoover. 
"We have had to kill only nine 
criminals out of 12.000 captured in 
the last three years,” he says. “Tile 
criminal, knowing we are capable 
of protecting our own lives, rarely 
chooses to shoot it out with us.” 
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My sincere thanks are extended 
to the citizens of Cashtown and 
other places who have furnished in­ 
teresting and reliable data for the 
writing of the foregoing narrative;

line. 
The meeting of these oppos­ 
ing forces was the prelude to the 
three days’ bloody conflict at G et­ 
tysburg, where neither Meade nor 
Lee expected to meet in battle, and

Secretary James P. Bogardus of 
the Department of Forests and Wa­ 
ters said today that a survey just 
completed by state foresters shows 
that the growing stork of wood 
volume of all forests in Pennsyl­ 
vania is approximately fourteen bu­ 
iltin board feet of mature or saw log 
size, and more than 125 million 
cords of cord wood material. 
The total forest land area of 
Pennsylvania 
is 
13.200,000 
acres 
which is forty-seven per cent of the 
total land area. The major portion 
of the forested area consists of con­ 
tinuous stretches of forest in the 
mountain 
and 
plateau 
regions 
which 
comprise 
11,500,000 
acres. 
Isolated forest areas, fifty acres or 
less in site, aggregate 1,700,000 acres 
or less than one-seventh of the 
total. 
Pour broad classes of forest con­ 
ditions with respect to the woody 
growth were recognized in the sur­ 
vey. 
These rank from deforested 
land devoid of any growth to that 
having mature forests. 
Class I comprises 200,000 acres 
where the forest tret 
growth is 
practically killed and upon which 
nothing is growing except bracken, 
huckleberry, briars and weeds. 
Class 2 comprises 1.560,000 acr^s 
on which are found scrub oak, fire 
cherry and aspen with sparse and 
small growths of other tree species 
Class 3 comprises 7.600,000 acres 
on which the more valuable forest 
tree species are growing up to a di­ 
ameter of six inches. 
Class 4 comprises 3,750,000 acres 
on 
which 
are growing trees of 
merchantable size and more than 
fifty pet1 cent of the stand is not 
less than six inches in diameter. 
Twenty-two per cent or practical- j 
ly one-fourth of the forest growth 
in the state is in trees of mer­ 
chantable size. 
Seventy-seven per 
cent of the entire volume is com­ 
prised of trees containing material 
of only cord wood size. 
This classification of sizes for the 
purpose of forest inventory does not 
imply, however, that timber classed 
as merchantable sizes is necessarily 
marketable.

CONSERVATION 
AID FOR SOIL 
CO-ORDINATED 


In an etTort to co-ordinate the soil 
conservation program in Pennsyl­ 
vania, Secretary James F, Bogardus 
of the Department of Forests and 
Waters today said that his depart­ 
ment 
had effected an agreement 
with the federal soil conservation 
service whereby the latter will be 
permitted 
to 
use 
the 
Common- j 
, wealth's seed extracting facilities at 
Mont Alto, and the state will raise 
5,000.000 seedlings a year for the 
federal service. 
In addition to giving the federal 
soil conservation service permission 
to use the seed extracting facilities 
at Mont Alto, and sufficient wood 
to dry the cones collected Sy the soil 
conservation .service men, the state 
will also permit the service to cut 
the timber, selected by the state, in 
the Mont Alto forest. 
The co-operative agreement be­ 
tween the state and federal govern­ 
ment, whereby tile state raises the 
seedlings used by the soil conser­ 
vation service in erosion and re­ 
forestation projects in Pennsylvania 
has proved very satisfactory. 
The state provides space in the 
nurseries, irrigation, fertilizer, pack­ 
ing materials and supervision. The 
federal 
government 
provides 
the 
seed and labor through the Civilian 
Conservation Corps. The Common­ 
wealth. in return, receives a small 
annual payment for depreciation on 
tools and equipment used, and the 
benefits derived from the govern­ 
ment’s tree planting program in the 
state. 
The co-operation between these ; 
two groups enables the federal gov­ 
ernment to conserve many thou­ 
sands of dollars in its local state 
program.

While they have little food value yet 
they are a means of giving variety 
to a meal and of stimulating the 
appetite, 
A good pickle, says Miss Mildred 
L. Adams, home economics repre­ 
sentative of Adams county, should 
be crisp, have a good color and 
agreeable 
taste, 
and 
the 
liquid 
should be clear and free from scum, 
lf preserved whole, the pickle should 
not have a hollow center. 
Many people experience difficul­ 
ties in making good pickles, and 
Miss Adams lists several reasons for 
failures all of which can be pre­ 
vented. 
Soft or slippery pickles, 
one of the most common forms of 


spoilage, arc the result of the brine 
being too weak to prevent the action 
of bacteria. 
Be sure to have all 
pickles entirely covered by brine, 
warns Miss Adams, or soft and slip­ 
pery pickles will result. 
Too long a time should not inter­ 
vene between gathering and brining 
pickles, since this is apt to cause a 
hollow pickle. 
The period should 
not exceed 24 hours. "Floaters” arc 
cucumbers which have not develop­ 
ed properly and are hollow. 
Shrivelled pickles are caused by 
using too much salt or sugar or by 
using vinegar which is too strong. 
Try using a weak solution and then 
transferring them to a more con­ 
centrated solution.

A knotty problem in building big 
transport planes is "drag.” the re­ 
duction in speed caused by project­ 
ing surfaces. 
In engineering the 
twin-row, m anufacturers were able 
to reduce the frontal area of the 
motor, and therefore the drag, from 
20 to 35 per cent.

Tests Prove 2-Year-Old Child 
As Smart as Adult Chimpanzee 


Vienna 
<AP> 
Does 
your 
child 
reach eagerly for a toy held before 
him? 
What does he do when a bell is 
rung and then handed to liirn? 
These are among the tests meth­ 
ods being developed in the psycho­ 
logical institute of the University 
of Vienna by Professors Charlotte 
and Karl Buehler and launched as 
new bases for child psychology. 
Smart as a Monkey 
One of their conclusions so far is 
that an average 2-year-old child has 
the mental development of an adult 
chimpanzee. 
That conclusion was reached by 
placing a toy beyond a child’s reach 
outside his play pen and giving him 
a stick. 
His ability to retrive the 
toy with the stick is a measure of 
his intelligence. 
Laboratory 
for 
the 
professors 
Buehler is the children's receiving 
station of Vienna, where children 
from 6 months to 3 years old are 
placed if their home life is unsat­ 
isfactory. 
Tests Tell Character 
During a four weeks stay at the 
station they are given “play” tests 
to determine whether some mental 
or 
emotional 
defficulty 
requires 
training in an institution or wheth­ 
er they are normal and can be en­ 
trusted to foster parents. 
One of the common tests is the 
“grasping tests.” 
In this a desir­ 
able object is held before the child. 
Whether he reaches for it or re­ 
mains passive indicates his general 
reaction to things about him. 
Social tests are given children 2 
years old or over. 
Several young­ 
sters are placed together in a play 
pen in which there is only one toy. 
Whether they dominate the play 
and seize the toy for themselves or 
give it to another child are, to the 
psychologists, clues to their char­ 
acter and social attitudes.

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Prehistoric Cave Yields Secrets 
About Homelife of Giant Sloths 


Clarem ont, Calif. < AP)—Ton thou­ 
sand years ago the plant ground 
sloth—a clumsy, boar-like creature 
—disputed man s claim to a home In 
tho caves which line the walls of 
tho O rand Canyon. 
But the sloth couldn't take it. 
For reasons still unknown it became 
extinct. 
Today, from a cave undisturbed 
by m an or beast in countless cen­ 
turies, comes evidence from which 
California scientists hope to recon­ 
struct the sloth’s homelife—perhaps! 
to learn the secret of its passing. 


Wide Area Covorod 
R am part cave, the sloth s prehis- . 
toric home, was discovered a year 
ago by Willis Evans, an Indian 
archaeologist, 
who 
has 
been 
in 
charge of excavations this summer. 
Tire expedition he guided was head­ 
ed by Jerom e Laudermilk of Pomona 
college and financed by the C ar­ 
negie Institution. 
The scientists found the cave in 
exactly the condition the 20-foot- 
sloths left it ages ago when they J 
went out in the sunlight of a p re­ 
historic day to die. 
The expedition discovered sloth, 
excrem ent, preserved by the desert 
atm osphere, which will be analyzed 
at the college laboratory. 
Tile a n ­ 
alysis is expected to show what type 
of early plants formed the sloth s j 
diet and thus possibly aid in de- I 
term ining clim atic and geologic con­ 
ditions of the anim al’s time. 
By automobile, boat and afoot, th e j 
excavators 
covered 
an 
extensive, j 
little-know n area. 
From Ram part ' 
cave they continued up the canyon 
by boat in search of other sloth re ­ 
treats. 
They entered cliff shelters and 
caves in canyon walls seen by few 
white men until the rising waters 
of Lake Mead backing up behind 
Boulder dam for more than IOO 
miles made them accessible. 
Unlike Any Modern Beast 
Scientists surmise that the sloth, 
weighing 
between 750 and 
2.000
